Individuals (pp. 1° » 18 affecte y the change. Specifi- 
,caily, the Director of Central Intelligence has determined 
that the identities of OSs non-agent personnel need no 
longer be protegted beyond 30 years merely on the basis of 
subsequent service with the Central Intelligence Agency, the 
Central Intelligence Group, or the Strategic Services Unit. 


The document authorizing this Change is on file in this 
office. It is not planned to issue a revised version of the 
"Guidelines" document. This may be done at some future 
date, however.
